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[57] ABSTRACT 

An optical disc player which is comprised of a repro- 
ducing unit for reproducing an information recorded on 
an optical disc, a display unit for displaying information 
associated with the information reproduced from the 
optical disc, a first memory for storing therein playback 
position information of the optical disc at timing point 
in which the reproducing operation of the reproducing 
unit is interrupted, a second memory for storing therein 
information displayed on the display unit, a holding 
circuit for holding the display information stored in the 
second memory when the reproducing operation is 
interrupted, and a control circuit for reading the repro- 
ducing position information of the optical disc from the 
first memory when the reproducing operation is re- 
sumed by the reproducing unit and controlling the re- 
producing operation of the disc on the basis of the play- 
back position information of the optical disc. 
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
